A strong wind was blowing from the lake, 
carrying firebrands to the westward beyond 


‘| Wabash avenue and across State street. This 


kept all the residents for many blocks busy 
with pails and hose to prevent their buildimgs 
from igniting. Occasional changes of the 
wind blew the flames south of the armory, 
alarming many persons so much that they 
packed up their most valuable and easily car · 
ried goods, ready to move out should their 
houses take fire. 

The regiment loses everything, all the uni- 
forms of the officers and men, as well as arms 
and equipments. Several thousand rounds of 
ammunition were stored near the middle of 
the buiiding against the east wall, and made 


frequent explosions.

Inasmuch as it is stated that President 
Clevelana and Secretary Gresham are satisfied 
that no harm will follow the enforcement of 
the provisions of the Russian extradition 
treaty as thcy understand them, it is not like- 
ly that they will be affected by resolutions or 
mass-meetings, no matter how earnest and 
how well-attended. Doubtless the President 
will soon issue his proclamation and the 
treaty will come into full effect. Public in- 
terest in it will soon die out to be revived only 
when an attempt is made by the Russian Gov- 
ernment to extradite some one under it, 

Judge Tuley told those who were present at 
the Sunday meeting over which he presided 
what should be done in that case. He said: 

The treaty is now ratified and has been sent to 
the Czar for his approval, and the question nat- 
urally arises, What are we going to do about it? 
I will tell you. We will resolve that this is the 
land of the free and that it shall ever remain so, 
We will sweep the infamous treaty from our 
statute books. We will take the first man appre- 
hended under its provisions by a writ of habaas 

us before the Supreme Court of the States 
yon ask that body if such a treaty is yee ge 
with the Constitution of the United States, 1 
have no fear of the result. 

The Judge seems to be a little too sangitine. 
The Supreme Court is much more likely to 
say that it cannot interfere with the exercise 
of the treaty-making power intrusted to the 
President and Senate so long as a treaty does 
not contain some provision which is in direct 
violation of some provision of the Constitu- 
tion and strikes at the rights of American cit- 
izens. The members of the court might de- 
plore the fact that a treaty had been made 
with a despotic power like Russia where there 
is no administration of justice’ in the sense 
given the words here. They might regret that 
an extradition treaty had been made years 
before with a semi-despotic country like Tur- 
key, and a sensi-barbaric one like Hayti. But 
they would take the ground that these were 
matters which the people could rectify when 
they chose through their representatives in 
Congress, and that the court could not inter- 
vene. So, if the Russian Government asks 
for the extradition of a man accused of being 
a train-wrecker, and if the lower courts decide 
that the evidence is such as “ according to the 
laws of the United States. would justify his 
apprehension and commitment for trial if the 
offense had been com mitted ”’ in this country, 

the Supreme Court will not say that he must 
not be given up because Russia is a country 
where the principles of civil liberty as under- 
stood here are held in cuntempt and abhor- 
rence, 

If, when the first e is made for 
the extradition oft: an offender, it is claimed in 
his behalf, and he ban produce any evidence 
to substantiate it, that he is really wanted 
only for a purely political offense, there will 
be a popular outcry, and the result will prob- 
ably be the abrogation of thetreaty. It may 
be along time, however, before such an fe- 
plication is made. 


MR. KEANE’S APYOINTMEN 

Mr. M. J. Keane, who was appointed a 
member of the Board of Education last even- 
ing by Mayor Harrison as the successor of 
Miss Burt, is an uncompromising advocate of 
the abolition of the fads, judging from the in- 
terview with him published in the Evening 
Post of Saturday.

The 
Constitution of 1848 provided for the election 
of three Supreme Court Judges, one from 
each grand division, but authorized the Legis-

fective as the present system is in many re- 
specta it will last for some time. 

The Legislature has power, however, to 
change the boundaries of existing districts so 
as to equalize their population. The present 
apportionment is the one which was ma le by 
the Constitution itself, and it has remained 
unaltered, though two censuses have been taken 
since then, Nobody has ever insisted on a 
change and consequently nothing has been 
done. 

The present General Assembly cannot 
change the boundaries owing to the peculiar 
wording of the constitutional provision on the 
subject, but the next one can. It will take a 
good deal of discussion, however, between 
now and 1895 to induce it to do so, and the at- 
tempt may be a failure, because those districts, 
which have less than the ratio will light 
against any change. Yet the present appor- 
tionment is so grossly unfair that there 
should be no opposition to its rectification. 


IMPORTS EXCEEDING EXPORTS. 

The ex ports of merchandise from the United 
States during the nine moaths ending with 
March are reported as worth $653,301,352. The 
total was 20 per cent less than for the corre- 
sponding time one year earlier, and less than 
either of the two last preceding totals, while 
exceeding by only 70 millions the total for the 
nine months ending with March, 1889. The 
imports of merchandise for the last nine 
months were officially reported’ ut $700,420,628, 
which was 15 per cent more than for the cor- 
responding time one year earlier, 13 per cent 
more than for two years earliez- and far greater 
than any previous total for the corresponding 
term. The excess of exports over mer- 
chandise imports was 47 millions, and 
the excess of gold exports over: im- 
ports was 52 millions. For the 
nine months ending with March last year the 
excess of exports over merchandise imports 
was 216 millions, and tor a year previous it 
was 65 millions. Thus the balance of trade 
nas been against us heavily for the later term, 
and it is all che more noticeable as it followed 
years in which the balance was nomunally in 


the other direction. In reality the deficiency | 


now is far greater than indicated by the 
official figures, as they represent foreign state- 
ments of value on imported goods, and do 
not iaclude the cost of oceah transportation, 
which has to be paid by 
sumer of foreign goods, ndr any allowance 
for undervaluations of imported articles. It 
must be remembered a that whatever 
cash payments are made by us in settlement 
of trade differences have to be paid in gola. 
The foreigners do not value our silver dollars 
as worth more than about 64 cents each, that 
being the bullion value of the silver each con- 
tains. If willing to take pay from us in silver 


it would be on the basis of bullion value, 


which is precisely the rule that obtains with 
gold. When English sovereigns are imported 
here the consignment is valued according to 
the weight of the precious metal contained ia 
the packages, and the same rule is followed 
when American gold coin is sent abroad. So 
there is no discrimination against silver, ex- 
cept such discrimination as every sensible 
man exercises in refusing to take real or per- 
sonal property at 50 per cent above what he 
‘Daltpver to be its actual value. 


THE NON-VOTERS, 

The charter of Kansas City, which has been 
in force for the last four years, provides that 
any lawful voter who fails to vote at any gen- 
eral city election must pay a poll-tax of $2.50. 
Not much was accomplished thereby, for at 


tho last election over 19,000 voters failed to go | 


to the polls. There may be a change for the 
better, however, because the legality of the 
tax has just been sustained and the city au- 
thorities are preparing to collect from delin- 
quents.

and cease to take part in political affairs. I uphold

THE SOUTH CAROLINA LIQUOR LAW. 

On she first of July next South Carolina will 
adopt, or try to adopt, its new system for reg- 
ulating the liquor traffic. It is a modification 
of the Gothenburg pian, which is said to work 
well in Sweden, but from the present outlook 
it is not going to work well in South Carolina. 
The State will be the saloonkeeper and the 
only one within its boundaries. Through its 
regularly appointed agents it will take full 
charge of the sale of liquot and no private cit- 
izen will be allowed to * 2 in the business. 
More than two months, however, before the 
State opens up its saloon authorities have 


run against three serious snags, and they are } 


of so grave a character that the people are 
well nigh in a state of open revolt against 
Gov. Tillman's pet project, 

3 ‘The first of these difi Ities relates to the 
supply. Under the law the Governor has only 
$50,000 with which to purcliase his stock in 
trade for the State’s saloon—the hquors, bot- 
tles, jugs, and the equipment of the “dispen- 
saries.“ So much of this sum will be required 
for the latter purpose that little will be left for 
securing the stock in trade, The Governor on 
his tour of investigation found plenty of good 
liquor, but the main trouble has been how to 
get it. He has not sufficient cash on hand and 
he cannot. get credit from the wholesale liquor 
dealers for the reason that fear, owing to 
the unpopularity of the law, the next Legisla- 
ture will failto make any further appropria- 
tion and may, go to the extent of repudiating 
any bilis the Governor might run up. | 

The second difficuity concerns the price 
which must be imposed. Under the terms of 
the law this price is tantumount to a prohib- 
itory tariff tax.“ The avegage South Caroli- 
nian cannot afford to pay it. The lawrequires 
that allliquors shall be sold in sealed pack- 
ages varying from five gallons to half a pint. 
These packages must be filled and sealed at 
the State Dispensary at Columbia, and they 
cannot be opened in the local dispensaries. 
The State is guaranteed 50 per cent profit on 
all liquor sold and the dispensaries 50 per cent 
more. An expert figuring on -the basis of 
these profits estimates that a half-pint drink 
of the cheapest eds%-whisky cannot be sold 
for less than 25 cents. But as the law forbids 
the sale of any inferior quality of liquor the 
consumer will have to pay nearly twice the 
above sum after July 1 every drink he 
takes. 

The third difficulty is *. popular indigna- 
tion against the Jaw, ‘The people are ina 
state of open revolt. ‘The situation is so 
strained it would not be remarkable if they 
should seize the State’s gilt-edged, high-priced 
stock of goods, dump it into Charleston har- 
bor, and problaim for free whisky. Meetings 
are being held to devise ways and means for 
defeating the law. At the first of these it was 
resolved to send a circular to the freehold 
voters of the City of Charleston requesting 
them not to sign the application of any per- 
son applying for the office of State Dispenser 
of Liquor. Under the terms of the law a ma- 
jority of the freehold voters must sign such 
an application. The feeling i is so intense that 
it is doubtful whether a State saloon can be 
opened in that city. It ce tainly vannot with- 
out the consent of a majo ity of the voters, as 
no saloonkeeper can be appointed. Even if 


he were appointed the people could not afford 


to purchase his 50 cent drinks. The outlook, 
therefore, would bea still longer time between 
drinks than suggested itself to the Governors 
of the two Carolinas, Even if the people were 


to allow the State saloon to open it would | 


be a saloon without customers, The money 
spent in liquors by the State would bring in 
no returu. In a very short tite the law would 
defeat itself. It is safe to say that the State 
saloon will vanisn in short order when the 
next. Legislature meets, and it should, The 
purpose of the law has not been to restrict the 
liquor traffic or to diminish the evils of intem- 
perance, but to create a legion of officehold- 
ers in the interests of Tillmanism so as to 
perpetuate the domination of the new Demo- 
cratic gang that controls South Carolina.

A German genius has invented what is 
claimed to be a bullet-proof cloth—one that 
will successfully resist even a ball from the 
best modern rifle. The material is made of 
flattened steel wires, which rest on « beddir 
of wool and are backed by a netting of hemp 
that has been subjected to hydraulic pressure. 
The wires are placed at intervals of a little 
less than one-eighth of an inch, and the bullet 


will strike only one or, at most, two of them. 
The heat communicated to the missile in the 


rifle barrel is greatly increased by the force of 
concussion against the wires, and it is broken 
up into bits, which are rendered harmless by 
the hem pan apron. The secret of the success 
claimed to have been achieved lies in the 
elasticity of the protective covering. It is 
said that a breastplate made on this principle 
weighs less than two pounds, so that the novel 
armor is not too heavy to be used by indi- 
vidual ‘soldiers for the protection of the most 
vital portions of the body, but the material is 
offered for more comprehensive purposes, It 
is said it will avail to protect vessels of war 
against rams and is thus adapted to take the 
place of steel armor on men-of-war, as it does 
not split or break in the way steel plates do. 
It is said also that when pressed hydraulically 
hemp loses its inflammable qualities and be- 
comes fireproof, in addition to which it is a. 
bad conductor of heat, and is thus admirably 


adapted to keep the interior of the ship cool 


in summer and warm in winter. The in- 
ventor proposes his material for the construc- 
tion of lifeboats and railway carriages and is 
reported to have received an order from the 
Board of Hungarian State Railroads for the 
supply of about 125 square yards of isolating 


screens made of similarly compressed straw | 


for the protection of wines in freight cars. 


An Associated Press telegram from Phoenix, 
Ariz., says the new discovery in the Luke 
silver mine, in Yavapai County, is the excite- 
ment of the day. The developement of the 
mine hag been gomg on for several months, 
but the owners have tried their best to keep it 
quiet. The production of silver excels that in 
the famous Silver King mine. Theore runs 
more than 1,000 ounces to the ton, and the 
supply seems to be inexhaustible, the width of 


the ore body being three anda half feet at 


the depth of 127 feet now reached. If this 
story be true, or only half true, the cost of ex- 
tracting the metal will not much exceed that 
of copper, zine, nickel, or lead. The 37114 
grains of pure silver put into the dollar bids 
fair to cost even less than the 15 cents per 
ounce at which vast quantities of silver are 
now said to be produced, and the veriest silver 
maniac ought to be able to recognize the ab- 
solute impossibility of boost ing it and holding 
it up to equality with 23.23 grains of gold in 
purchasing power. In order to retain its value 
as money the silver dollar must be made to 
contain a gold dollar’s worth of the white 
metal, otherwise the bottom may fali out, and 
the hght weight silver dollar lose its purchas- 
ing power. The recent pressure to get gold in 
exchange for the Treasury notes issued in 
payment for silver purchased by the govern- 
ment indicates that in the opinion of many 
financiers the danger point has been reached 
already. A little intensification of the strain 
and the silver dollar may have to be rated at 
its bullion value only in all transactions, do- 
mestic as well as foreign.

To this monstrous announce- 
ment M. Recamier replies with expressions of 
chagrin that a divorce with its attendant scan- 
dal should em bitter his last years, but he ad- 
mitted that the tie which. united them 
was one the church would declare null, 
and agrees if Juliette uires it to 
moet her at some place outside France where 
they can concert the legal measures to be 
taken and seek to moderate the scandal he 
dreads in Paris.

CARPENTERS AT THE WORLD'S FAIR 
DO NOT STRIKE AS ORDERED. — 


If the Men Had Gone Out It Is Said That

The expected strike of World's Fair work- 
men failed to materialize. Instead of holding 
off when 8 o’clock came every man went to 
work as if no strike had been planned.
